Eee Intelligence: Mr. Burlison asked the 
FBI = 


t a definition of domestic intelligence 
for the record, saying that the Subcommittee was 
having some difficulty in determining just: where their 
jurisdiction should stop. Mr. Mineta asked who 
besides the Attorney General monitors the FBI to 
assure that they obey the law. Response was internal 
Justice Department audit and the General Accounting 
Office. 


b. a: Counterintelligence: The FBI witnesses 
said tha cause of U.S. policies permitting free 
entry to the U.S. by foreign nationals, their counter- 
intelligence task is made more difficult. They 
suggested tightening up on issuances of visas and a 
more restrictive immigration procedure plus quotas on 
visiting and permanent exchanges.
